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THE CUMULATIVE INDEX 


The need of a cumulative index for the volumes of THE 
Iowa Journat or History anp Potrrics has long been rec- 
ognized by persons who use these volumes for reference. 
When the periodical passed its fortieth volume it was evi- 
dent that the work could not longer be postponed. Indeed 
it was estimated that the cumulative index for the first 
forty volumes would, if published in detail, require some 
twelve hundred pages. 

Since the chief purpose of this cumulative index is to 
make available to students and other readers the material 
on Iowa history contained in the various issues of THs 
Iowa Journat or History anp Potrrics, an effort has been 
made to reduce the length of the index by omitting the titles 
of articles and books and the names of the authors men- 
tioned in connection with States and organizations not spe- 
cifically related to Iowa history. Obviously these references 
could not always be determined without turning to the 
original entry, but this plan was followed as closely as 
possible. Because of the great length of the cumulative 
index, it has been necessary also to omit some entries re- 
lating to Iowa. An attempt has been made to limit such 
omissions to incidental references and to items available in 
general reference works. 

The index is alphabetical, both as to the main headings 
and the subheads used to assist in the location of material 
when there are many references. Volume numbers are in 
Roman numerals and page numbers in Arabic. The names 
of contributors to articles in Tur Iowa JouRNAL or History 
AND Po.irics are printed in smaLu capirats; the titles of 
books, articles, and plays, and the names of boats are

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THE CUMULATIVE INDEX 


The need of a cumulative index for the volumes of THE 
Iowa Journat or History anp Potirics has long been ree- 
ognized by persons who use these volumes for reference. 
When the periodical passed its fortieth volume it was evi- 
dent that the work could not longer be postponed. Indeed 
it was estimated that the cumulative index for the first 
forty volumes would, if published in detail, require some 
twelve hundred pages. 

Since the chief purpose of this cumulative index is to 
make available to students and other readers the material 
on lowa history contained in the various issues of THE 
Jowa Journat or History anp Po.itics, an effort has been 
made to reduce the length of the index by omitting the titles 
of articles and books and the names of the authors men- 
tioned in connection with States and organizations not spe- 
cifically related to Iowa history. Obviously these references 
could not always be determined without turning to the 
original entry, but this plan was followed as closely as 
possible. Because of the great length of the cumulative 
index, it has been necessary also to omit some entries re- 
lating to Iowa. An attempt has been made to limit such 
omissions to incidental references and to items available in 
general reference works. 

The index is alphabetical, both as to the main headings 
and the subheads used to assist in the location of material 
when there are many references. Volume numbers are in 
Roman numerals and page numbers in Arabic. The names 
of contributors of articles in THe Iowa JourNat or History 
AND Potirics are printed in smauu capiraus; the titles of 
books, articles, and plays, and the names of boats are
